Learning disability charity needs your help to raise £75k

Today the Epsom Guardian is ask¬ 
ing for your support for a brilliant 
charity that has been a lifeline for 
people with learning disabilities for 
the past 25 years. 

The Sunnybank Trust, based in St 
Barnabas Church in Temple Road, 
Epsom, does fantastic work support¬ 
ing some of the community’s most 
vulnerable and isolated individuals. 

The trust has survived without 
any financial support from Epsom 
and Ewell or Surrey County coun¬ 
cils and has mainly relied on fund¬ 
ing from various trusts. 

But the impact of the recession 
means that this funding stream has 
almost dried up, leaving the charity 
in dire financial straits. 


uShine on. 
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It needs £100,000 a year to meet its 
overheads and staffing costs, and 
has only managed to secure a third 
of that to keep it running this year. 

So this newspaper has teamed up 
with the charity to launch the Shine 
On Appeal, which with your help, 
aims to raise £75,000 by next April. 
This will not only keep the charity 
running this year, but will buy it the 
time it needs to find alternative 
sources of income from bodies such 
as the county council and the 


National Lottery. 

The charity is the brainchild of 
dyslexia-sufferer Tom Rhind-Tutt 
MBE, 86, who started it in the living 
room of his home in Sunnybank, 
on the Woodcote estate in Epsom. 

It expanded considerably in 
the late 1990s after its patron, 
Status Quo singer and guitarist 
Francis Rossi, pictured, won 
£25,000 on a celebrity version of 
Who Wants to be a Million¬ 
aire?, which he donated 


to the trust. 

The charity now has more than 250 
service users and 180 volunteers and 
provides a weekly social club, Kites; 
a friendship scheme; and an inde¬ 
pendent advocacy service to individ¬ 
uals with learning disabilities who 
are facing difficult decisions or is¬ 
sues in their lives. 

Rock star Rossi is urging everyone 
to get behind the Shine On Appeal. 

He said: “The Sunnybank Trust is 
doing important work and needs all 
the support we can give. I 
would ask everyone to sup¬ 
port the charity as much as 
they can. Every little bit 
will help.”

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GP group urged to reject 
hospital downgrade plans 



Emergency: Epsom Hospital’s A&E is under threat

Doctors, politicians, nurses, 
patients, campaigners and res¬ 
idents have united over the 
past week to urge GPs to reject 
proposals to downgrade 
Epsom Hospital. 

The Surrey Downs clinical 
commissioning group’s 
(SDCCG) governing body is 
due to meet tomorrow after¬ 
noon at Epsom Downs Race¬ 
course to announce whether 
they are going to reject the pro¬ 
posals drawn up by the Better 
Services, Better Value (BSBV) 
team, which all involve the clo¬ 
sure of Epsom’s accident and 
emergency (A&E) department 
and its maternity unit. 

With the majority of Sutton’s 
GPs last week voting to allow 
the BSBV proposals to go to 
public consultation, the pres¬ 
sure is now on Surrey GPs to 
say no to the current proposals 
from the BSBV team, forcing it 
to go back to the drawing 
board. 

Campaigners have been out 
on the streets over the past 
week lobbying residents who 
have been putting up posters in 
homes and businesses oppos¬ 
ing cuts at Epsom Hospital. 

Concerns were raised fur¬ 
ther on Sunday when the Mail 
on Sunday revealed that death 
rates of emergency patients in 
Newark, Nottinghamshire, 
rose by 37 per cent following 
the closure of its A&E depart¬ 
ment two years ago. 

A silent protest is being 
planned for outside the grand¬ 
stand prior to Friday’s meeting 
and hundreds are expected 
to turn up to hear the GPs 


representatives explain their 
decision. 

Mike Smith, chairman of the 
Outer SW London Branch of 
the Royal College of Nursing 
(RCN) that represents 10,000 
nurses and health care assis¬ 
tant members working in the 
BSBV catchment area, wrote 
an open letter to the GPs’ 
last week condemning the 
proposals. 

He said: “From BSBV’s in¬ 
ception we have asked to be 
represented. However, these 
requests have always been 
denied, meaning that there has 


only been a token nurse or 
other non-medical clinician in 
the largely doctor-led work 
streams. 

“Elected and representative 
bodies such as the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Nursing (RCN) have 
been largely ignored. Where 
is the partnership working 
here as recommended by the 
Department of Health? 

“Now that the proposals have 
been published we see all sorts 
of problems for the local 
health economy caused, in 
part, by failure to engage and 
listen to clinicians such as our¬ 


selves, who work on the front¬ 
line in our hospitals, in the 
community and in the private 
sector where healthcare is de¬ 
livered to the population.” 

And on Tuesday Epsom’s 
main political party, the Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, also for¬ 
mally rejected the proposals. 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge 
said: “We will continue to sup¬ 
port our residents in cam¬ 
paigning against these 
ill-conceived proposals and we 
urge SDCCG to reject them 
when it meets on May 17 and 
make sure that Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal continues to provide the 
same range of excellent ser¬ 
vices that it does at present, 
and which are so valued by 
residents. 

“Epsom is a Surrey hospital 
that serves a wide catchment 
area across the county. If en¬ 
acted the proposals would af¬ 
fect residents, not just in 
Epsom and Ewell, but in 
neighbouring boroughs and 
districts as well. 

“Consequently we believe 
that Epsom Hospital’s future 
must be considered primarily 
within a Surrey context, 
rather than looking to London, 
with its particular issues and 
problems.” 

It emerged this week that Fri¬ 
day’s decision will be taken by 
SDCCG’s governing body 
alone, not by all Surrey Downs 
GPs, following a decision taken 
by the GPs in December to del¬ 
egate their decision-making 
powers on BSBV to the body.

Open letter from the editor to the GP group 


The editor of this newspa¬ 
per, Sean Duggan, pub¬ 
lished an open letter to 
the GPs last Friday on be¬ 
half of readers urging 
them to reject the propos¬ 
als to downgrade Epsom 
Hospital. 

In the next few days you 
will be asked to make one 
of the most important deci¬ 
sions of your life which 
will affect the health and 
well-being of your patients 
for decades to come. 


BSBV has made clear, no 
change is not an option. 

The aim is to drive up 
standards and improve 
clinical outcomes - and 
who can argue with that? 

A huge amount of money, 
time and expertise has 
gone into BSBV, trying to 
draw up the best options 
for hospitals in south west 
London. And it may be 
that, for those living there, 
these proposals really are 
the best way forward. 

But Epsom is different. 


Unlike all the other hos¬ 
pitals involved in the pro¬ 
cess, Epsom Hospital is in 
Surrey, not London. 

The hospital was only in¬ 
cluded in the process at the 
11th hour after its pro¬ 
posed merger with Ashford 
and St Peter’s fell apart. 

There remains a poten¬ 
tial alternative future for 
Epsom Hospital and resi¬ 
dents in this area as part 
of NHS Surrey, which is 
not available for the other 
hospitals. 

On the other hand, be¬ 
cause of the geography, the 
impact of losing key ser¬ 
vices in this area is ar¬ 
guably much greater than 
in London, where hospitals 
with full services will be 


closer and more accessible 
on public transport. 

The key question has to 
be whether these proposals 
really are in the best inter¬ 
est of your patients who 
live here in Surrey? 

If you have any signifi¬ 
cant doubts, you should re¬ 
ject them at this stage. 

Doing that is not to reject 
all of the good work done 
by BSBV up to this point. 

It is just asking them to 
go back to the drawing 
board to find a solution 
that works for the people of 
Surrey and the future of 
Epsom.

Two parents speak out on 
A&E and maternity plans

• Ross Feeney from 
Banstead is Sutton’s town 
centre manager. 

He said: “It beggars belief 
that both Epsom and St Heli- 
er Hospitals should be rec¬ 
ommended for downgrade. 

“In emergency situations 
patient transfer to Croydon 
or Kingston is unquestion¬ 
ably going to impact on pa¬ 
tient well being and 
survival rates. 

“Like many readers I am 
grateful for the first-rate 
maternity care provided at 
Epsom Hospital. 

“My daughter, Mia, was 
born in Epsom Hospital on 
January 22 and was strug¬ 
gling to breathe. The on-call 
team of surgeons and con¬ 
sultants worked more than 
three hours to keep her 
alive and stabilise her. 

“They couldn’t have 
worked harder for Mia, and 
thankfully she is now a 
bright, bubbly and healthy 
16-week-old baby. 

“I doubt, without the care 
provided at Epsom Hospital, 
I would be able to say that. 

“Epsom Hospital cannot 
nor should not lose its ma¬ 
ternity or A&E provision.” 


• Rob Wakefield lives in 
Epsom. 

He said: “I had to take my 
daughter to Epsom A&E with a 
suspected appendicitis last 
week after which she was 
transferred to St Helier. 

“With two other children 
needing us we ended up having 
to make six journeys to and 
from the hospital over the 
course of the weekend. 

“I put £30 in the car to cover 
the cost of petrol. Each jour¬ 
ney took more than 20 minutes 
from Epsom. 

“She was released on Satur¬ 
day but I had to rush her back 
on Sunday with bleeding, but 
took her to Epsom where we 
received first-class treatment. 

“Thankfully she is fine now. 

“We have a reasonable 
income, but I overheard many 
people waiting in A&E say they 
had taken either a bus or taxi 
or walked to A&E as they did 
not have support or their own 
transport. 

“How are people on lower in¬ 
comes now expected to deal 
with these situations if Epsom 
loses its A&E and maternity 
unit if they have small chil¬ 
dren, are pregnant or are in 
such pain they cannot co-ordi¬ 
nate their own needs? 

“People need proper care and 
Epsom is where it should take 
place. 

“Yes it could be made more 
efficient and not so costly. But 
closure? No, no, no. 

“We must speak up as a com¬ 
munity to stop it happening.”

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Murderer’s sentence reduced 
because of his military record

An ex-Army captain turned philan¬ 
dering city lawyer who stabbed his 
wife to death after she told him she 
was leaving him has had his mini¬ 
mum prison sentence reduced - be¬ 
cause of his exemplary military 
record overseas. 

Richard Davies Jones, 35, of Wood- 
field Lane, Ashtead, was found 
guilty of murder and sentenced to 
life imprisonment, with a minimum 
term of 20 years, at Guildford Crown 
Court in July 2011. 

The lawyer killed his wife, Laura 
Davies Jones, 31, a social worker and 
mother-of-five, in December 2010, 
after she told him she was leaving 
him as he was having an affair. 

On the day of the murder, Davies 
Jones dialled 999 and told the opera¬ 
tor: “There’s been a stabbing. 


“My wife stabbed me, I stabbed 
her.” 

When emergency services arrived 
at the house he was found in their 
snow-covered driveway slumped 
over her body with a knife wound in 
his neck. 


Mrs Davies Jones had sustained 
fatal injuries after two stab wounds 
to her throat. 

But the solicitor later changed his 
story, telling police his wife stabbed 
him and then herself. He also 
claimed he had suffered memory 


loss during the trauma. 

Sitting on May 2, three of the coun¬ 
try’s most senior judges in the Court 
of Appeal reduced Davies Jones’ 
minimum sentence to 18 years. 

His barrister, Tracy Ayling QC, ar¬ 
gued that his original minimum sen¬ 
tence of 20 years had not adequately 
reflected his mitigation - an exem¬ 
plary military record in Botswana, 
Northern Ireland, Afghanistan and 
Belize. 

Mr Justice King, sitting with Lord 
Justice McCombe and Judge 
Clement Goldstone QC, said the ap¬ 
peal court was satisfied that, given 
the mitigation outlined, the original 
sentence had been too high. 

He said while a sentence of more 
than 15 years had been deserved, a 
more appropriate increase would 
have been three years, not five. 

The court rejected a challenge by 
Davies Jones against his conviction. 


Schoolgirl followed by van 
while cycling with a friend 


Police are carrying out door- 
to-door inquiries after a 
schoolgirl reported being fol¬ 
lowed by a white van as she 
was cycling home. 

The incident happened at 
3.15pm on Friday, May 10, 
when the teenager was cy¬ 
cling along Craddocks Av¬ 
enue, in Ashtead, with a 
friend. 

The girl noticed the man 
driving, what is believed to be, 
a Ford Transit van on several 
occasions. 

He left the van at one point, 
but did not make physical 
contact with the girl or at¬ 
tempt to talk to her. 

The man was in his 40s, with 
dark hair and a dark complex¬ 
ion, of medium-to-large build. 

He was wearing a white 
T-shirt and blue jeans. 

PC Oliver Thomas said: 


“This incident was obviously 
very concerning for the girl 
and her family and I would 
appeal to anyone who saw 
anything suspicious in the 
area around the time it took 
place to contact officers with 
information. 

“We are still in the early 
stages of the investigation to 
establish the full circum¬ 
stances surrounding this inci¬ 
dent and are carrying out a 
number of enquiries in the 
local area. 

“I would appeal to the driver 
of the van to contact officers 
to ascertain the reason be¬ 
hind his movements and to es¬ 
tablish if any offence has 
taken place.”

Man cut from crashed car 


A man had to be cut from his 
car after he crashed into a 
lamppost early on Saturday 
morning. 

Fire crews from Epsom cut 
the side off the car after all 
the doors had been pushed 
out of place during the acci¬ 
dent, at lam on Epsom Downs 
at the roundabout at College 
Road and Reigate Road, 


trapping the man inside. 

An Epsom firefighter said: 
“We were first on the scene so 
gave the man first aid. The 
man was trapped inside the 
car, so fire crews took the side 
of the car off and took him to 
hospital.” 

The man was believed to be 
in a stable condition when he 
was taken to hospital.

Boris wants Crossrail feedback 


Boris Johnson launched a multi-bil¬ 
lion pound consultation on Tuesday 
that could bring Crossrail 2 to Epsom. 

The £15bn second phase of the 
Crossrail project would see a train 
line built under London connecting 
Epping to south-west London. 

It could also extend to Hampton 
Court, Twickenham, Chessington 
South and Epsom. If given the go- 
ahead, it would not be completed until 
the 2030s. 

The scheme is expected to boost rail 


capacity by 10 per cent with higher 
frequency trains and cut journey 
times across the capital. 

Speaking at the consultation launch 
in Wimbledon, the Mayor of London 
said: “I am sending out a rallying cry 
for the public’s support for this con¬ 
sultation - come and share your views 
so we can progress with Crossrail 2 as 
soon as possible.” 

The consultation runs until August 

2 .

Suffragette memento 
is seized by customs

A metal replica of a suffragette’s 
badge was seized by British cus¬ 
toms after it arrived from Aus¬ 
tralia en route to an exhibition on 
the women’s suffrage movement. 

An Australian MP loaned the 
replica of the badge, which was 
awarded to suffragette Muriel 
Matters, who was imprisoned after 
chaining herself to a grille and 
other exploits. 

But last week HM Customs and 
Revenue seized the Holloway 
prison badge as it entered the UK 
because it disputed the stated 
value of under £130. 

On Tuesday, Bourne Hall, in 
Ewell, opened its exhibition, Dying 
for the Vote, which marks the cen¬ 
tenary of the King’s horse killing 
suffragette Emily Davison at the 
Epsom Derby. 



Replica: The badge was loaned 
by an Australian MP 

Australian MP Frances Bedford, 
who founded the Muriel Matters 
Society, sent the badge by courier 
and it is currently being held by 
customs in Coventry. 

Irene Cockroft, guest curator of 
the exhibition, said: “We have tried 
to sort this out by confirming the 
badge is a museum piece and only 


on loan. 

“Frances Bedford MP is to collect 
the item at the end of the exhibi¬ 
tion. It is sad an act of goodwill is a 
victim to bureaucracy.” 

The Women’s Freedom League 
awarded the badge to Australia- 
born suffragette Ms Matters, who 
was jailed in Holloway prison. 

She chained herself to the grille 
of the Ladies’ Gallery at the House 
of Commons in 1908. 

A section of the grille, which ob¬ 
scured women’s view of Parlia¬ 
mentary debates, is in the Bourne 
Hall exhibition and is on loan from 
the Palace of Westminster.

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No charges after woman 
left to starve in her home

No criminal charges will fol¬ 
low the death of widow Gloria 
Foster, who was left to starve 
in her home earlier this year. 

But a friend has said she will 
not rest until someone “holds 
their hands up” over the 
Banstead woman’s death, 
which happened after she was 
left to starve for nine days in 
January. 

Mrs Foster, 81, depended on 
daily nurse visits for food, 
water and medication, but she 
was left alone for nine days 
after the agency contracted to 
look after her, Sutton-based 
Carefirst 24, was shut down by 
immigration police on Jan¬ 
uary 15. 

Mrs Foster, of Priory Court 
in Chipstead Road, was found 
in a critical condition and died 
in Epsom Hospital on Febru¬ 
ary 4. 

Carefirst 24 was contracted 
to look after Mrs Foster 
through Surrey Council. 

Sutton and Surrey councils, 
which worked with Carefirst 
24, were informed of the raid in 
advance and were told to seek 
alternative arrangements for 


patients - but Mrs Foster 
slipped through the net. 

Surrey Police launched an 
investigation, but announced it 
would not press charges last 
week. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Mark Preston said: “We have 
received advice from the 


Crown Prosecution Service 
and have determined no crimi¬ 
nal charges can be brought in 
relation to this case. 

“Mrs Foster’s friends and 
family have been updated as to 
the results of our investigation 
and we will share our 
findings with Surrey County 


Council (SCC) to assist it in en¬ 
suring the circumstances of 
Mrs Foster’s tragic death are 
never replicated.” 

Close friend Ann Penston, 
from Sutton, said she was sur¬ 
prised by the news. 

She said: “I think someone 
should hold their hands up 
over this. 

“I am not looking for a scalp, 
I just think it is important 
someone is held accountable to 
make sure this does not hap¬ 
pen to anyone else. 

“We will have to accept it as it 
is at the moment. That does not 
mean we are not looking at 
what options we can pursue, 
but we want to give SCC the 
chance to come forward.” 

The Surrey Safeguarding 
Adults Board, made up of rep¬ 
resentatives including the 
council and police, is continu¬ 
ing its separate investigation 
into Mrs Foster’s death. 

An SCC spokesman said: 
“Now the police inquiry has 
ended, an independent investi¬ 
gator, appointed in February, 
will review the actions of all 
the agencies involved. 

“The findings of the 
report will be published 
within months.”

A carer, who helped clear out a 
home filled to the rafters with 
newspapers and household items, 
is leading a new self-help group. 

Andy Honey helped hoarder 
Richard Wallace to clear his 
house in Westcott, Surrey, in a 
Channel Four documentary 
called Obsessive Compulsive 
Hoarder aired in 2011. 

Mr Wallace’s garden had be¬ 
come a dumping ground for rub¬ 
bish, and his house was so full of 
cardboard, newspapers and plas¬ 
tic bottles that he could not get to 
his bath and he had to crawl to get 
though his kitchen door. 

Mr Honey joined Patrick 
Wolter, chief executive of charity 
Mary Frances Trust, and consul¬ 
tant clinical psychologist Sophie 
Holmes at the first meeting of the 
group in Leatherhead last week. 

Mr Honey said he was excited 
by the prospect, said: “I know 
from experience that people do 
benefit from meeting others in 
the same situation. 

“This will be so beneficial as we 
will be able to cover all aspects 
for people who hoard, and their 
relatives, carers and friends.” 

Mr Wolter said media coverage 
had increased awareness of

compulsive hoarding, but it often 
went unrecognised. 

He said: “Hoarding is a complex 
disorder that has been hidden for 
many years. Many people remain 
undiagnosed and do not receive 
appropriate support.” 

Ms Holmes said: “Hoarding can 
be very debilitating, but people 
can avoid seeking help out of em¬ 
barrassment and a fear of being 
judged or simply because they 
feel overwhelmed. 

“Coming to terms with having a 


mental health problem is never 
easy so we’ve set up this self-help 
support group to show people 
that support is out there and that 
they’re not alone.” 

The Hoarding Self Help Sup¬ 
port group meets at the Leather- 
head Clubhouse, 23 the Crescent, 
Leatherhead, on the second 
Thursday of every month.

Practice makes perfect when parking 


So many drivers find parking 
difficult that road safety 
charity the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists has 
issued some guidelines on 
how they can improve their 
techniques. 

IAM chief examiner Peter 
Rodger said: “Parking is now 
a staple part of the L-test, 
and it can be quite surprising 
to see how often people 
struggle with it, and see the 
task as particularly stressful. 

“It’s important that you 
take your time and don’t 
succumb to pressure by other 
drivers around you when you 
are parking - it’s far better to 
do it right than to do it 
quickly. 

“Practice is the real key - if 
you do it often you should be 
able to do it well.” 

Mr Rodger said that if you 
follow these tips it will make 
it easier for you to park. 


It’s far better to do it right than to do it quickly and get it wrong 


■ Park on the left-hand side 
of the road if possible - make 
it always if it’s at night. 

■ In a car park you should 
reverse into parking spaces - 
this will make it safer when 
you’re driving out and more 
fuel efficient as you’ll be 
manoeuvring with a warm 
engine. Also, it’s easier to 
steer into a small space 
backwards rather than 
forwards - steering 
effectively with the rear 
wheels is better for 
manoeuvring. 

■ If reversing into a space, 
try to start by manoeuvring 
the car so that the space is 
straight behind you - the less 
turning you have to do 
backwards, the easier most 
people find it to judge. 

■ Some buildings have 


signs saying to park nose in, 
because of where air intakes 
are for the ventilation and 
where car exhaust pipes will 
be when parked backwards - 
look for the signs so you don’t 
gas the occupants! 

■ Car sides are often not 
straight, so watch other 
things than just the car next 
to you when lining up in a 
space. 

■ A higher seating position 
inside the car makes it easier 
to manage knowing where 
the corners are when in a 
tight space. 

■ Use your mirrors as 
well as looking over your 
shoulder to check how close 
to things you are, and how 
straight your vehicle is. And 
there’s no shame in peering 
out of an open window to get 



a better look. 

■ At the supermarket, try 
and park away from trolley 
parks and corners to avoid 
your car being damaged. 

■ Think about which bit of 
the car you need access to 


when you get back to it - so if 
you have heavy items to lift 
into the boot, park so it is 
easily accessible. 

■ When reversing in a 
space, the rear wheels are the 
point where a car ‘pivots’, so 


watching where they are 
relative to the corner of a 
wall/ other car is really 
useful. Once they are past the 
corner, the way you steer 
relative to it to avoid the 
corner changes.
